There was a meeting of the Merrimack County Delegation 
at noon on January 10, 1973.

Daniell moved that the sum of $18,000 be appropriat- 
ed for the Belknap-Merrimack Community Action Program, 
that this money be expended for C. A. P. activities during the 
months of September, October, November and December, 
1973, and that not later than August 15, 1973 the officials of 
the Community Action Program a budget for the month of 
September and that the expenditure of County funds for that 
month be subject to the approval of a majority of the County 
Commissioners and that on the 15th of each month thereafter 
a budget be submitted for the month following to the 
Commissioners and that likewise no County funds be 
expended the month unless with the approval of a majority of 
the County Commissioners; further that no expenditure be 
made for programs not carried out by the Community Action 
Program in the last year and that the appropriation not 
continue after January 1, 1974 except with the approval of 
the County Commissioners and the Merrimack County 
Delegation. Rep. Daniell spoke to his motion. Rep. Newell 
questioned Rep. Daniell. Speaking for the motion: Rep. 
Gordon, Cushman, Underwood, McLane and Plourde. 
Speaking against the motion Rep. Newell, Boucher, H.

After recess. 

Rep. Woodward asked the Sheriff for an explanation of his 
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budget. The Sheriff stated that he needed a $360.50 increase 
under Acct. #151.1 (Salaries-Clerk) and the deletion of the 
footnote relative to dispatchers so that he may have a 
dispatch center funded by a Federal Grant from the State 
Crime Commission. Rep. Humphrey questioned the Sheriff 
about the proposed dispatch center. 


Rep. Woodward moved that Acct. #151.1 (Salaries-Clerk) 
be increased $360.50 to $9,872.50 making the per annum of 
new clerk $5721.00 and further that the previously adopted 
footnote relative to dispatchers be deleted.

Humphrey seconded, to 
authorize a salary for the Register of Deeds of $16,275. per 
annum and appropriate said sum for payments beginning 
January 1, 1974. Passed on a voice vote. 


Rep. H. G. Jones moved, Rep. Hanson seconded, to 
reconsider the vote on Item 5 relative to purchase of 
cruisers, insurance and maintenance. Motion lost on a 
voice vote. 


Item 9. Rep. Chandler moved that cost of dispatching 
services in the Sheriff's office be bourne by towns using 
same on a per capita basis and that the county pay costs 
until the towns are billed at end of the year.

Main motion as amended passed on a voice vote. 

Item 10. Rep. Noble moved that Item 10, which authoriz- 
ed the continuation of county expenditures at their present 
rates, subject to modifications voted by this meeting, be 
approved. Passed on a voice vote.

The chair declared a recess at 1:10 P. M.

Newell seconded, that the 
convention adjourn.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Revised Statutes Annotated, as 
amended, the Board of Merrimack County Commissioners 
herewith submit the annual report of the Commissioners 
along with the Treasurer, Superintendent of the County 
Home and House of Correction, Farm Physician, Clerk of 
Superior Court, County Attorney, Chaplains, Sheriff, Audi- 
tors and County Extension Service for the year ending 
December 31, 1973. 

The activity of each department is reported in detail in this 
report. The persons in charge of these departments will 
furnish any further detailed information desired by an 
interested taxpayer. 

Improved financial accountability, future nursing home 
care planning, necessary capital improvements and a police 
dispatch center in the Sheriff's office are the highlights of 
this year’s activities. 

A $26,000 grant from the N. H. Council on Aging was used 
for a study of the services and facilities at the Merrimack 
County Nursing Home. The study, conducted by the Center 
for Industrial and Institutional Development (CIID) at the 
University of New Hampshire focused on present and future 
space needs projected through 1995. 

For the first time the county sheriff’s office is operating a 
dispatch center for area towns. Under this program, a citizen 
in need of police help dials his local police number which is 
answered at the sheriff's office. The message is then 
dispatched to a local police official to assist the citizen. 
Because many small towns do not have full time police 
departments, this program provides 24 hour coverage to 
citizens who might otherwise be unable to contact a 
policeman. This program is funded by a Crime Commission 
Grant. 

The county’s accounting precedures will be improved 
through the purchase of an NCR payroll and budgetary 
business computer. For the first time all payroll and 
budgetary accountings will be centered in one office. The 
machine was purchased with federal revenue sharing funds. 

The recently adjourned session of the Legislature enacted 
several laws of significance to county government. Expanded 
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duties for the Merrimack County Treasurer, conflict of 
interest regulations for county officials, county representa- 
tion on the Health and Welfare Advisory Board and the 
county home rule study were measures supported by county 
officials which were passed. A bill improving the administra- 
tion of county jails and houses of correction was passed as 
was a measure allowing County Commissioners, rather than 
the Governor, to appoint medical referees. An interim 
legislative committee will study the feasibility of handling 
domestic matters before the Probate Court. 

Ground was broken in August for the new county 
administration building. In these times of increased prices, 
we were most pleased when the low bid was submitted under 
our estimates. The contract calls for the new building, which 
will house the Probate Court, Register of Deeds, welfare, and 
administrative offices, to be completed in August, 1974. 

1973 marks the 150th anniversary of Merrimack County. 
Unfortunately, funds were not available for an observance of 
this occasion, In the long run, however, this year will be 
better remembered for the beginnings we have made in 
nursing home care, construction of improved facilities and 
modernization of the sheriff’s office than by issuing com- 
memmorative medals or lengthy speeches. 

We wish to extend to our entire county organization our 
deepest thanks for their loyalty and devotion during the past 
year. To the Merrimack County Delegation for their aid and 
confidence, and to the many volunteer people and organiza- 
tions who give so generously of their time so that the people 
in our County Home may be a little happier.

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COMMENTS ON OPERATIONS 
COMMISSIONERS’ OFFICE 


On Exhibits B and C are shown summary statements of Revenue 
and Expenses. 


Exhibit B shows that the total revenue received by the Commis- 
sioners’ Office was $1,516,415 of which $426,522 was transferred to 
the County Home, Farm and Jail in order to meet County Home, 
Farm and Jail expenses. The remaining revenue of $1,089,893 was 
used for the expenses of the Commissioners’ Office. 


Exhibit C shows that the total expenses of the Commissioners’ 
Office amounted to $883,758 as compared with an estimated budget 
of $1,024,673. 


The excess of revenue over expenses for the Commissioners’ 
Office amounted to $206,135. As a result, the surplus for the 
Commissioners’ Office at the end of 1973 amounted to $203,885. 


COUNTY HOME, FARM AND JAIL 


On Exhibits D and E are shown summary statements of Revenue 
and Expenses. 


Exhibit D shows that total revenue received was $1,566,844. This 
figure includes transfers from the Commissioners’ Office in the 
amount of $426,522. 


Exhibit E shows that the total expenses of the County Home, 
Farm and Jail amounted to $1,498,159 as compared with an 
estimated budget of $1,540,541. 


Revenue exceeded expenses at the County Home, Farm and Jail 
by $68,685. As a result, the surplus for the Merrimack County 
Home, Farm and Jail at the end of 1973 amounted to $132,065.

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To the Citizens of Merrimack County and the Honorable 
Board of Commissioners, County Citizens and Commission- 
ers: 


The Merrimack County Sheriff's Department has continu- 
ed to make vast strides in providing more competent services 
for the citizens of the county. 

For the first time in the history of the county, your sheriff’s 
department is now on a salary basis. All members of the 
department are paid a salary and the department has five 
vehicles which are available to the deputies to carry out their 
duties. The employees also receive sick benefits and vacation 
time plus other fringe benefits. 

It should be noted that because of the recently instituted 
salary system, that already in the first three months of 1974, 
your sheriff's department has earned more than $10,000.00 
which has been paid over to the county, opposed to no 
revenue in previous years. It is estimated that approximately 
$50,000.00 dollars will be returned to the county by the end 
of 1974. 

During 1973, the department in cooperation with State and 
Concord Police, were successful in one of the largest heroin 
raids in the history of New Hampshire, and assisted in the 
solution of over one half million dollars in burglary cases. 

The Sheriff’s Auxiliary and Posse have continued training 
and have assisted at motorcycle weekend in Loudon and at 
the Hopkinton Fair. Also, many special deputies have 
assisted local police and regular deputies in raids and 
investigations. 

The Sheriff's Department is proud of it’s men who have 
given of their own time and money to assist the department 
and the citizens of the county, we owe them a great deal of 
thanks. 

In the first four months of 1974 under the direction of Chief 
Deputy, Charles Denningham, Deputies Richard Strickford 
and Larry Thomas handled the following criminal activities: 
71 Arrests and 81 Assists to other departments in investiga- 
tions. 

The Court Deputies assisted by many local police officers 
and special deputies did an excellent job in properly handling 
the Breest Murder Trial during 1973, and many other trials 
over the 170 days of court. 

The County Dispatch Center will start it’s second year in 
July, and Federal money has been approved for this program 
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again saving the local communities any real expense until 
July 1975, when at that time it will be necessary to have the 
communities pick up the cost of operating the Dispatch 
Center. In the first nine months of operation over 18,000 calls 
have been handled. 

The following towns are now being dispatched, Allens- 
town, Boscawen, Canterbury, Dunbarton, Pittsfield, North- 
field, Salisbury and Webster, also, this department and one 
Federal Agency. 

The purpose of establishing the center was to provide 
quicker response time for local communities when emergen- 
cies occurred, and this has been accomplished. 

In the year 1974 the Sheriff’s Office is looking forward to 
relocating to the main floor of the court house upon 
evacuation by the Registry of Deeds to their new County 
Administration Building. This should provide moré room and 
a better atmosphere to carry on the many services now 
offered by this department: 

The members of the Sheriff's office wish to thank the 
County Commissioners and others who have supported the 
department’s endeavors to make county government a more 
meaningful and worthwhile organization.

To the Merrimack County Commissioners: 

This has been a most exciting and challenging year at the 
County Nursing Home. 

The better part of the year was spent in discussions, 
meetings, and work with the Center for Industrial and 
Institutional Development (CIID) from the University of New 
Hampshire and SUA Incorporated of California. The need for 
nursing home beds for welfare recipients is becoming more 
acute, thus this study was crucial at this time. 

Another interesting event of the year was the arrival of the 
incinerator. This purchase was necessitated by federal 
regulations and will soon be in operation. 

The department heads were made aware of the new survey 
regulations and have spent a good deal of time getting the 
proper forms and files ready. 

The budget saw the County Home employees advance to 
the 1973 state salary schedule. 

The County delegation also voted to separate the House of 
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Correction and Jail by passing a resolution permitting the 
County Commissioners to appoint a separate Superinten- 
dent. The Commissioners appointed Mr. Edmund A. Cox, Jr. 
as Superintendent with his appointment becoming effective 
January 1, 1974. 

Thanks should be given to Dr. McLeod and the rest of the 
employees of the Home who made this year of change one in 
which the patients received even better than usual care. We 
were once again able to raise the standard of patient care 
here at the Merrimack County Home.

REPORT OF THE MERRIMACK COUNTY 
HOME AUXILIARY 


The Auxiliary meets every Wednesday morning at the 
County Home. We have thirty-one members with an average 
attendance each week of approximately fifteen. We visit with 
the patients, and monthly birthday parties are planned for 
the residents. These parties are sponsored by various groups 
from surrounding Towns who present varied and very 
entertaining programs and refreshments. These parties are 
looked forward to by all. 

Favors are made and distributed on the various holidays 
during the year to all residents numbering approximately 
215. Table decorations in the cafeteria are made and changed 
each month. 

During the spring and summer months an average of sixty 
bouquets of fresh flowers are distributed to all the patients in 
the Hospital section of the Home. 

In October a bus trip is planned to take those patients able 
to go on a foliage trip through the White Mountains. This trip 
is greatly enjoyed and looked forward to. 

A Christmas store is held the first part of December in the 
recreation room. Many articles are donated by the local 
merchants and organizations in the area and some are made 
and donated by our group. The residents are brought down to 
the tables set up in the recreation room to make their 
Christmas purchases. These articles are priced at a very 
minimum price that tney can afford. If they wish we also 
wrap their purchases with Christmas wrapping. 

Also during the Christmas season over two thousand 
cookies are made by the Auxiliary and attractively packaged 
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and distributed to all the members of the Home with some 
Christmas favor. 

Some of our members attended a course in Creative Arts 
given to Volunteer works. This course was helpful and 
provided us with many new ideas. A course in gerontology 
was also attended by some of our members. 

During the year over 2300 hours have been accounted for 
in our work at and for the Home. We have a booth at the 
Hopkinton Fair, an afghan is given to us each year which is 
raffled off and this adds greatly to our funds. Various 
articles have been purchased for the Home. A coffee urn was 
provided for use in the recreation room. 

As a group we wish to thank Mr. Lethbridge, Mrs. Jelley 
and Mrs. Hutchinson for their help. Also our thanks to the 
groups from the surrounding towns who assisted with the 
birthday parties and donated articles for the Christmas Store. 
We all look forward to another year and hope to accomplish 
much more. It is a pleasure to belong to the Auxiliary and we 
all look forward to attending on Wednesdays and to 
participating in all the other projects.
